Mayor Courtland 8. Winn read his 


~ @nnual messsage to the general coun- 


cil_last evening, and he took occasion 
to enter into the detailed working of 
every department. He first showed 
what had been done during the past 
and then made recommendations 
in regard to what should be done this 


year. 
Mayor Winn started out by saying 
that the year just past had been mark- 
ed by achievements in Atlanta’s mu- 
nicipal life, which should be most grati- 
fying to everyone, and that all the 
city officials had honestly endeavored 
to faithfully discharge their duties. In 
mentioning the work that had been ac- 
in 1911, the mayor stated 
that the work of building a greater 
and better Atlanta had gone steadily 
and unceasingly forward. He said the 
bond money had been judicipusly and 
economically expended. He said: 
{ What Has Been Done, 
“Within the past twelve months there 
have been laid more miles of sewers, 
sidewalks, curbing and water pipe 
than ever before in the city’s history. 
The new school buildings provided in 
the bond -dssue have all been com- 
pleted but two. The Grady hospital 
has been completed. The Proctor creek 
Pieposal plant will soon be finished, and 
building of the Peachtree creek 
nt is well under way, while diffi-

_@reek plant have been overcome. Dur 


ing the past year the city contracted 
no indebtedness which it has not paid.” 

The mayor reviewed the city’s finan- 
cial condition, and showed that the 


-elty spent last year $4,644.659.25, and 


that there was a balance in the treas- 
ury of $849,390.77. He referred to the 
bond issue, and, after giving figures 
from the report of Chairman F. A. 


Quillian, he said: 

“The business methods adopted by 
the finance committee in the sale of], — 
these bonds realized for the city} 
premiums amounting to $36,760.70.’ 

He stated that the city’s public 
school property is now valued at §$1,- 
663,600. He gave a full list of all the 
schools which had been completed with 
the bond issue, and stated that at the 
present time there were now employ- 
ed in the schools 506 regular teachers 
and 33 supernumeraries. 

In taking up the department of 
medical iaspection in the public 
schools, he stated that the work. of 
the department had been of far-reach- 
ing importance. He stated that the 
report of Dr. R. G. Stephens showed 
that 50 per cent of the children rec- 
OoOmmended for treatment are given 
treatment, and that. the pupils in 
schools previously examined show a 
remarkably lower percentage of de 
fects than those in the schools not 
examined. 

The Construction Department. 

Under the department of construc 
tion, the mayor said: 

’*“Fulton county, through its board of 
commissioners, wes exceedingly lib- 
eral with the ,.city of Atlanta during 
the past year. In the matter of grad- 
ing streets, paving and resurfacing 
gatreets and general construction, the 
county rendered aid, which, computed 
on a basis of contract cost, aggregates 
ihe handsome total of $404, 660.52. <A 
most creditable showing was made b} 
the city’s construction departmé€nt. 
Through this department the sum of 
$1,424,743.12 was expended on streets, 
sewers and bridges of Atlanta. An 
analysis of the report of Captain R. M. 
Clayton, chief of construction, brings 
to light the following interesting 
facts: The amount expended in the 
ordinary work of the city, such as 
‘grading streets and sidewalks, repairs 
of pavements, widening Marietta 
street, Georgia avenue and Glenn 
street, extending Twelfth street, build- 
ing nymerous retaining walis, tread- 
justir + buildings to changes in grade 
and other work not done under the 
asser ent plan, aggregates $143,779.86, 
The *k done by the county commis-

During the year the department 
with the city forces and under 
contract, 7.14 miles of paving, most of 
which was chert and macadam, and 
part of which was creosoted blocks, 
amounting to $83,572.85. In addition to 
this, the county paved streets and re- 
surfaced streets to the extent of 10.4 
miles, at a cost, based on contract 
prices, of $306,114.65, making a total of 
17.54 miles of street paving, at a total 
cost of $389,687.50. The department 
laid 38.01 miles of curbing and side- 
Walks, at a total cost of $194,031.70, 
the entire amount being assessed 
against abutting property.” 

The Waterworks Department. 

Under the head of -waterworks, he 
said that the department made a par- 
ticularly interesting and commendable 
showing; that the new reservoir was 
ready for service; that the new coag- 
ulating basins were completed, an.l 
that 146 new sewer flush tank con- 
nections had been made.

SHAKEN BY TAFT 


New Year Reception at White 
House Greatest Erer Held 


Nearly 3,000 More Visitors 
Than Last Year—Dr. Mary 
Walker, in Silk Hat, Frock 
Coat and Trousers, One of 
First to Greet the President. 


Washington, January 1.—The great- 
est throng that has passed the por- 
tals of the white house at any New 
Year reception of recent years greeted 
President and Mrs, Taft today at the 
third public reception given by them 
since entering the executive mansion. 
When the long line had passed the of- 
ficial ‘‘counter’ said that 8,092 diplo- 
mats, officials and citizens had shaken 
hands with the president. At last 
year’s reception the official count 
showed 5,500 visitors were received, 

Dr. Mary Walker, in silk hat, frock 
coat and trousers, Was among the first 
of the citizens to greet the president. 

Mrs. Taft remained in the receiving 
line for an hour and forty minutes. 
From.the moment when the first of 
the diplomatic corps was. received, 
shortly after 11 o’clock, the line moved. 
continuously through the white house 
for more than three hours, its reserves 
stretching for blocks around the white 
house grounds. 

The day was overcast ‘and threaten- 
ing, but a decided improvement over 
the snow and rain that prevailed a 
year ago and in 1910, 

In the Blue Room. 

President and Mrs, Taft stood in the 
blue room, surrounded by the mem- 
bers ‘and ladies of the cabinet. It was 
just 11 o'clock when they descended 
from the upper floors with the marine 
band playing: the “Star Spangled Ban- 
ner.” 

Military and naval aides were scat- 
tered about the white house in profu- 
sion.. The diplomatic corps already 
had assémbled in the state dining 
room when the president and Mrs. 
Taft took their place. All of the for- 
eign representatives were in court cos- 
tumes @nd they inaugurated the re- 
ception with the usual brilliance of 
coloring. 

Following the diplomats, the presi- 
dent received the supreme court and 
other federal jedges, government offi- 
cials of all ranks. senators and repre~

GRIFFIN SALOON MAN PAYS 
$8,000 AS NEAR BEER TAX 


Griffin, Ga., January 1.—(Special.) 
One of the biggest taxes ever paid 
to sell near beer in the United States 
was paid today by J. M. Bassett & 
Co., who turnéd $8,000 over to City 
Clerk Thomas Nall fora license to con- 
duct’a near beer saloon here during the 
year 1912. In addition to this amount 
the firm pays a State License of $300 
and a revenue tax of $20 on the same 
Lusiness. 

Just before the close of the year 1910 
the city council, at the request of 
leading prohibitionists, placed a license 
of $5,000 on the sale of the beverage for 
the year 1911. This was supposed to 
be a prohibitory tax and no one sus- 
pected that anybody would attempt to 
take out a license at that high figure. 

But Bassett & Co. decided that they 
phase pay the atses and sell near beer 


They went to the home of Clerk 
Thomas Nall on the night of December 
31 and at 1 minute after 12 o’clock, of 
the morning of January 1, 1911, Clerk 
Nall signed his name to a MIlicense 
which authorized them to sell near 
beer during the year 1911. 

However; the city council at _ its 
meeting December 26 raised the license 
for the sael of near beer from $5,000 to 
$8,000. 7 

There was talk of contesting the 
high license and it was reported that 
several near beer saloons would open 
this morning with the expectation of 
being. challenged for conducting a busi- 
ness without a license and then fighting 
the question out in the courts. But no 
saloons opened, except that of J. M. 
Bassett & Co., who paid the $3,000 tax

“From 1897 to 1900,” he continued, 
“the interests formed 149 trusts, with 
a combined capital of $3,784,000,000, 
for the sole purpose of fixing prices 
and downing competition. In 1900 .to 
1904, 8,664 organizations were brougnt 
into combinations, with an enormous 
captal of $20,379,162,611. In 1908 the 
number of combined organizations had 
swelled to 10,020, capitalized at more 
than $31,000,000,000. These figures do 
not include the consolidation of banks, 
insurance companies and trust com- 
panies.”’

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MAYOR WINN’S ANNUAL MESSAGE. 


There are no more pressing or important recommendations in 
Mayor Courtland Winn’s annual message to council; submitted yes- 
terday, than those involving essential solution of traffic problems; 
notably, the widening and paving of Marietta street and of Georgia 
avenue leading to Grant Park, and the closing of the Forsyth street 
viaduct underpasses. 

‘Of course city health is paramount; 
health and sanitary problems, particularly in connection with the 
investment of the bond money, is progressing satisfactorily; and 
when the new sewer and garbage disposal systems are completed 
and the waterworks perfected, it will be possible not only to safely 
dispose of all sewage, but to abandon the garbage dumps within the 
city limits and to keep Atlanta clean from a sanitary standpoint. 

Congested traffic, like bad\sanitation, often involves injury and 
loss of life and Mayor Winn nowhere more clearly points out coun- 
cil’s duty to the public than in urging the immediate widening and 
paving of Marietta street and the closing of the Forsyth street under- 
passes, These, he shows, are works demanding council’s prompt 
attention—removing a dangerous accident point and relieving the 
congestion of Whitehall street on the one hand, and Opening to a 
constantly increasing demand one of the city’s most important 
traffic highways, on the: other. 

Marietta street, as [he Constitution has frequently pointed out, 
is the one direct and essential avenue of communication between 
the city’s business center and the entire territory to the west and 
northwest; it needs but council's prompt action to complete its 
availability. Any piecemeal work will only mean the delay of an- 
other year in opening the street to its full and important usefulness. 
It should be done, all done now. } 

Nowhere do the city’s streets present more cordial invitation 
to accident than at the entrances to the Forsyth street viaduct. 
Many now seek Whitehall street, contributing to its frequent block- 
ade, rather than drive into this narrow funnel. There is but one 
solution—the closing of these underpasses and council should not 
halt at it. 

While Georgia avenue does not present the same problem of 
congestion, its widening and paving are an essential improvement, 
if Atlanta is ever-to have a decent driveway to her most important 
park. There is no city of Georgia’s proportions in the country but 
has made comfortable provision for reaching its parks; Atlanta’s 
must be reached through ruts and holes and over cobblestones. The 
people of Atlanta are not only entitled to the use and enjoyment 
of Grant Park, but they demand and are due a satisfactory means 
of reaching it. 

Mayor Winn’s message makes the interesting slfowing that with 
a bonded indebtedness of $6,645,500, of which $615,000 is yet un- 
issued, Atlanta still has a borrowing capacity on a 7 per cent basis 
of taxable property, of $2,804,826. 

Among other important aud interesting recommendations are 
those urging upon council the necessity of making, in behalf of the 
public, as favorable an electric light and power contract as possible; 


increase in the police force looking to the prevention of*burglaries' 


improvement in the efficiency, of the sanitary 
department; mitigation ot the smoke nuisance; construction of the 
Bellwood avenue viaduct and completion of certain schools whose 
necessity is well recognized. 

The mayor’s message makes splendid showing of the progress 
and achievement of Atlanta the past year; and if council will but 
speed the solution of the city’s traffic and other problems, the year 
ahead may even witness a still more remarkable and surpassing 


record.

Emancipation Day Address Is 
Made by U. S. Assistant 
Attorney General. 


The emancipation exercises held at 
the Auditorium yesterday were -tae 
best attended and most helpful ever 
held in this city. They were under the 
auspices of the Negro Historical and 
Literary Society of Atlanta, and Dr. 
J. W. Madison, the president, pre- 
sided. | 

Rev. H. H. Proctor gave the invo- 
cation, and Dr. H. E. Nash read Lin- 
coln’s proclamation. Music was fur- 
nished by the negro colleges of the 
city, each schoo] furnishing one selec- 
tion. The chief attraction of the day 
was the address by William H. Lewis, 
assistant attorney general of the 
United States. He was introduced by 
Rev. P. J. Bryant. The address of 
Lewis was conservative and optimistic 
in tone. 

“I want to see the. colored people 
weave their lives more and more into 
the industrial, business and commer- 
ical life of the people among whom 
they live,” he said. “Let us seek to 
be a boon to the communities in which 
we live, and not a hindrance.

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IN WAR AGAINST TUBERCULOSIS 


New York, January 1.—Inthe war 
against tuberculosis $14,500,000 was 
spent during the year 1911 throughout 
the country, according to a statement 
issued tonjght by the National Asso- 
Clation for the Study and Prevention 
of Tuberculosis. This large sum is 
practically the game as last year’s 
total. 

Of the total sum spent, $11,800,000 
went directly toward the treatment of 
consomptives in sanitaria and hos- 
pitals, and the remainder to anti-tu- 
berculosis associations, dispensaries, 
open-air schools, boards of health and 
other agencies. 

New York leads all the other states 
of the union in the amount of money 
contributed toward the war. With the 
slogan, “No Uncared-For Tuberculosis 
in 1915,"" $3,500,000 was raised in the 
state during the year for the cam- 
paign. Pennsylvania is second in con- 
tribution of $2,265,000. Massachusetts 
was third, with $1,108,000; Colorado, 
Ohio, California, Connecticut, New 
Mexico, Illinois and Maryland follow in 
the ordér named.

tective tariff principle, the measure of 
which shall be the difference in wages 
and raw material at home and abroad.”

“For the cure of corporate and trust 
evils we favor legislation that shall 
effectively regulate and control in the 
public interests the great instrumen- 
talities of modern business; such leg- 
islation clearly to define and provide 
against recognized wrongs, such as 
the exploitation of humanity for profit, 
organizing companies 
without substantial assets, agreements 
to control production, market prices 
and the like; all designed to protect 
the honest and punish by imprison- 
ment the dishonest business man.” 

Popular Election of Senators. 

Other planks of the platform de- 
clared for popular election of United 
States senators, the Pinchot- Roosevelt. 
conservation policy, a national income 
tax graduated upward and the aboli- 
tion of needless public positions. 

In its state politics the platform de- 
clared in favor of all nominations by 
direct primary, except township and 
village officials; the initiative and 
referendum; the short ballot, and a 
presidential preference law; simplifica- 
tion of legal procedure; the submission 
of all matters of public policy to the 
voters. 

The first difference of opinion arose 
when an added resolution to promise 
support to no candidacy was recom- 
mended by 
tions. Most of the. nineteen commit- 
teemen had entered their deliberations, 
heartily in favor of expressing them- 
selves for La: Follette. Their cpinions 
had been changed after they had heard 
addresses by Pinchot and Fackler. 

It was reported to the conference 
just after Senator Works had made an 
address urging the delegates to fol- 
low the example of California, and to 
centralize their campaigning for one 
man. 

Roosevelt Should Declare Himself. 

“Colonel Roosevelt should declare 
himself,” he said, “both as to his can- 
didacy and as to his stand on the 
principles that are accepted as pro- 
gressive. If this movement attempts 
to center itself around its principles 
and not around a candidate, it will 
lessen its chances of success. 

“If Roosevelt ‘should declare him- 
self I would not hesitate to support 
him, and neither would Senator La 
Follette. La Follette has made the 
principles for which he stands an issue. 
California has indorsed him, and felt 
that an attempt to evade it would have 
been cowardly.” 

In defending the resolution Mr. Pin- 
chot said: 

“It would be foolish to deny that 
there is in Ohio, as well as in other 
states, a great number of men, maybe 
a majority, who favor heartily the 
progressive principles, but who favor 
the nomination of Colonel Roosevelt 
as first choice and La Follette. second. 
Here let me say that there is no one 
who is working harder for the election 
of Senator La Follette than I am.

30,000 occupies the city. Fierce fight- 

ing is now in progress. 

According to reports current in gov- 
ernment circles, the leaders of the 
imperialists are delighted at the out- 
break of hostilities, as this will give 
them an opportunity of avoiding the 
result of the national convention 
agreed to by edict of the imperial 
court and by the representatives of the 
parties to the peace conference at 
Shanghal. By the terms of the agree- 
ment delegates from all the provinces 
of China are to meet to decide the fu- 
ture form of government for China, 
and the imperialists are of the oapin- 
ion that the national convention is 
likely to culminafe in the victory of 
the republican party. 

Herkow was the scene of severe 
fighting between the two armies on 
several occasions before the recent 
armistice was decided upon. 

Much aepends upon whether the 
fighting near Hankow was authorized 
by the republicans, and whether it 
will ve followed up by the republicans 
r imperialists. The Associated Press 
is informed that the news of the at- 
tack -was welcomed by Yuan Shi Kal, 
who will now await the issue of the 
battle. If the imperialists are victo- 
rious, it will give the throne a brief 
lease of life, while a reverse to the 
imperial arms, it is believed, would 
precipitate the abdication of the em- 
peror.

QUEUES OF CHINESE SHEARED 
_ BY BARBERS OF NEW YORK. 

New York, January 1.—A celebra- 
tion of the establishment of the Chi- 
nese republic coincident with the in? 
auguration of its first president was 
held in Chinatown. today. Hundreds 
of Chinese rushed to their barbers 
early in the day and had their queues 
cut away, severing, as they said, the 
last symbol of Manchu rule. At noon 
3,000 Chinese gathered for the cele- 
bration and not a queue was seen. 

Many of the Chinamen also shook 
off their sandals and in heavy Ameri- 
can shoes, climbed the stairs of the 
old joss house, in Mott street, which 
was rechristened “the Chinese public 
‘hall,” and gravely bowed before a 
large portrait of the new president, Dr. 
Sun Yat Sen. 

The hoisting of an enormous flag of 
the new republic on top of the old joss 
house was the signal for cheering, 
which would have done credit to any 
American football crowd. “Chung Hua! 
Chung Hua! Hoola, hoola! Vivela! 
Vivela! Chun! Chun! Chun!’ § fairly 
shook the old walls of the Chinatown 
district. 

Chinese girls and boys, dressed in 
American fashion, sang a new Chinese 
national song, entitled “The Country of 
the Chinese Republic,” to the air of 
“America.”” The sentiment of the song 
was some@ing as follows: 

“Gat. Sen has sown the seed 
and grown the republic.

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analysis by the laboratory of ad wage 
inspected 1,713 milk wagons, made 5190 
inspections of ice cream factories, 
made 1,162 inspections of dairies and 
837 inspections of milk depots; 813 


gallons of milk and 84 gallons of cream | 


were condemned by the inspectors, and} 
the dairies, milk depots and milk 
wagons were compelled to be Kept in 
sanitary condition. Through its slaugh- 
ter house inspectors the department 
inspected 43,604 animals before and 
after slaughter. The number of ani- 
mals condemned by the inspectors aft- 
er slaughter was 1,265.” 

In speaking of the laboratory of 
hygiene, he said that under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Claude A. Smith, the de- 
partment had been invaluable in eradi- 
cating and presenting contagious dis- 
eases of all kinds. He said Dr. Smith 
had made the following report of his 
analyses of the city water: 

“The analyges of the city water made 
during the past year show that its con- 
dition is about the same as previously 
reported. The city’s water is the saf- 
est water now being consumed in the 
city limits, and is above the average 
for a city of this size,” 

Work of Sanitary Department. 

Under the head of the sanitary de- 

“partment, he said: 
“During the year the sanitary de- 
- partment removed from premises and 
hauled to dumps and crematories 263,- 
681 loads of miscellaneous. refuse. Of 
this refuse there were 460 automobile 
truckloads, each of said truckloads 
equaling 12 cartloads. Reducing the 
auto truckloads to cartloads the fig- 
ures for the year would be 268,741 
loads removed, a total of 13,448 more 
cartloads than were handled in 1910. 
The efficiency of the sanitary depart- 
ment was vastly increased during the 
ast year by two modern innovations. 
The first was the elimination of the old 
objectionable night soil dumping 
grounds on the western side of the 
city, in lieu of which an arrangement 
was perfected whereby all night soil 
is turned into the trunk sewers.

Speaking of the police department, 
he stated that there had been made last 
year 16,707 arrests, of which 1,337 were 
for state offenses; that the expenses of 
the department had been $264,604.92. 

He said that the fire department had 
property valuéd at $463,018.15; that the 


' department had answered last year 1,000 
! alarms, and that while the jeopardized 


property was worth some $8,000,000, 
the loss had been less than $500,000. 

Under the head of parks he said 
that the department had been given 
$66,492.70, and the income from that 
department had been $11,113.30. In 
speaking of the parks, he said: 

“During the year the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric Company donated 
$750 for music in the parks and $500. 
for the care of street trees. The South- 
ern Bell Telephone and Telegraph 
Company has agreed to give $1,000 for 
the care and protection of street shade 
trees this year. This co- operation of 
the public utility corporations in the 
care of shade trees is due to the ef- 
forts of General Manager Carey. At 
Grant Park $40 feet of 20-inch sewer 
pipe was laid, and approximately 20,- 
000 cubic yards of dirt were removed 
in various grading plans. 

“One of the fmost popular innova- 
tions of the park department in 1911 
was that of free bathing facilities at 
Piedmont Park lake. So successful 
was the experiment that the depart- 
ment is anxious_to provide free bath- 
ing facilities at all pf the parks where 
there are lakes of ample size. 

He said the recorder’s court had dis- 
posed of 14,977 cases, and the total 
fines had been $180,321. 65,and the cash 
collected $87,287.80. He said the re- 
corder was the authority for the state- 
ment that blind tigers flourish, but 
the police department had been vigor- 
ous and successful in hunting them 
down. 

The City Assessments. 

The mayor gave the following inter- 

esting figures in regard to tax assess- 


ments: 

“The assessed valuation on all tax- 
able property for the past year was 
$135,164,941, an increase over 1910 of 
$14,683,893. This large increase is due 
to the earnest and effective efforts of 
the tax assessors and last year’s tax 
committee to bring about an equaliza- 
tion of taxes. The fact that such a 
gain has been accomplished without 
an undue burden upon, or discrimina- 


-tion against any of our property own- 


ers, is satisfactory evidence that the 
efforts of the tax committee and the 
tax assessors have been careful, con- 


}servative and successful. 


“Atlianta’s tax rate is $1.25 on the 
hundred dollars, and assessments are 
based upon 60 per cent of actual value 
of. property. Louisville, Ky., has a 
tax rate of $1.85 and an assessment 
valuation of 80 per cent, Memphis has 
a tax rate of $1.75 and an assessment 
valuation of 60 per cent, Nashville has 
a tax rate of $1.50 and an assessment 
valuation of 80 per cent, New Orleans 
has a tax rate of $2.30 and an assess- 
ment valuation of 75 per cent. At- 
lanta’s advantage over other southern 
cities in her class in the matter of tax- 
ation is plainly apparent.” 

He said the law department had 
made quite a remarkable and excellent 
showing. 

Under the head of city prison, he said 
that the facilities of the prison had 
been vastly improved, and the place 
was now thoroughly sanitary, and the 
prisoners enjoy more comforts than 
have heretofore been the case. 

, The Auditorium. 


Speaking of the Auditorium, he said 
the building continues to justify the 
wisdom and foresight of those patriotic 
Atlantans who in the interest of the 
public welfare and civic progress built 
this magnificent structure so that the 
city could acquire the same upon easy 
and advantageous terms. He said that 
a few of the most notable gatherings 


last year were the Grand Opera, the: 


Southern Commercial . Congress, the 
Peace Jubilee, the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, the Old Guard Celebra- 
tion, the Southern Corn Show and the 
Southern International Poultry Asso- 
ciation. 

Referring to the city. auditor, he 
said the auditor’s work had been valu- 
able to the city’s business andfinancial 
system, 

Speaking of the Carnegie library, 
the mayor said that the library cost 
the city last year $23,010; that it cir- 
culated last year 292,410 books, with a 
daily circulation ‘of. 950. He said the 
library played a prominent part in rais- 
ing the city’s social and intellectual 
life, and that the juvenile department 
had been of very special value. 

He said that Oakland cemetery cost, 
last year, $37,095.90; that the city still 
owned sixteen lots, 10 by 18 feet, val- 
ued at $125 each; one 20 by 20 lot, val- 
ued at $250, and 110 single grave 
spaces, valued at $25 each. 

Under the head of inspector 
buildings, he said: 

“The total cost of permits idsued by 
the inspector of buildings last year 
Was $6,089,222, the number of permits 
4,390, the number of visits made by in- 
spectors 22,171, number of condemna- 
tions 155. In 1910 the total cost for 
permits issued was $7,405,950, the 
number of permits issued 4,519, the 
number of visits made 21,820, and the 
number of condemnations. 170.” 

The Lighting System. 

He stafed that last year there had 
been added to the lighting system 128 
arc lights and 58 incandescent lights; 
that the number of lights added to the 
White Way system was 455; that the 
city had appropriated for all the city 
lights $129,360.66. 

He stated that the receipts in the 
city clerk’s office for 1911 were $344,- 
863.30, a gain over the previous year 
of $45,294.72. The mayor stated that 
the city tax collector’s department had 
increased in efficiency and decreased 
in cost. In 1911 the department han- 
dled $4,308,625.96, and that the salary 
expense was only $7,241. 

He said the city marshal’s office 
had made a fine showing, as the total 
collections had been $204,192.61, an in- 
crease over last year of $62,881.07. 

He said the interest of the public 
had been well conserved as a result of 
the diligence of the inspector of 
weights and measures. 

In speaking of the Grady hospital, 
he said the service in 1911 had in- 
creased 20 per cent, and the total num- 
ber of patients treated was 10,536; that 
the expenses af maintaining the insti- 
tution had increased only 5 per cent; 
that the hospital cost the city approx- 
imately $80,000. 

Under the head of the Battle Hill 
sanitarium, he said the institution had 
so far cost $30,000, the county paying 
half; that the sanitarium was located 
on a tract of 37 acres, and only treats 
victims of tuberculosis; since last May 
190 patients had been admitted, and 
four of these had been discharged as 
cured, 29 with the disease arrested, and 
23 with their condition greatly im- 
proved; that the daily cost per patient 
had been only $1.15. 

He spoke of the abolition of the old 
ward doctor system, and the institu- 
tion of three city physicians, and said 
that the change had proven to be a 
very wise one. 

He said the city warden made last 
year 3,115 calls, which represented 
1,659 families. The city buried last 
year 172 paupers at a @ost of $1,335.50. 

He said the street improvement col- 
lector had received through his office 
during the year $334,251.05, an increase 
over last year of $102,248.06. 

The New City Hall. 

The mayor paid a high tribute to the 
new city hall and the generosity of 
ex-Mayor Robert.
